THEOLOGICAL SRMIN ART. — The Com- 
mittee to locate the above Seminary, 
now in operation in Greenville, S. C., 
met in Chattanooga on the first day of 
August. Dr. J. L. Burrows, of Rich 
mond, Va., who took the place of Dr. 
Jeter, who has gone to Rome, was 
chosen chairman, and Dr. T. H. Pritch- 
ard, of Raleigh, Secretary. The other 
members of the committee were T. P. 
Smith, Esq., of Charleston, S. C., Dr. 
Sam Henderson, of Ala. Rev. M. T. 
Hillsman, of Tenn., and Dr. L. L. Helm, 


of Ky. Ex-Gov. Brown, of Ga., was 
Only with the committee at a meeting 
held in Atlanta. Dr. J. P. Boyce, the 
Treasurer of the Seminary, accompanied 
the Committe, by request of the Board 
of Trustees. 

The Committee were every where treat- 
ed with the st consideration, hav - 
ing the freedom of the cities they visited 
given them, but no where did they 
receive such marks of special attention 
us in Chattanooga. 

The first men of the city, regardless 
of church relations, called with their 
carriages and escorted the Committee to 
the top of Look-Out Mountain, to Mis- 
sionury Ridge, Cameron’s Hill, and 
other interesting and elevated points, 
from which views of beauty and subli- 
mity are presented such as are afforded 
by no other city we know in America. 
The city of Chattanooga is not pretty, 
but its surroundings are perfectly 
magnificent, and with the immense beds 
of coal, and vast resources of iron near, 
we are persuaded that it will rapidly 
develop into a great city. 

It is already a great railroad center, 
and several others roads, which have 
been projected, especially one direct to 
Cincinnati, will give it a prominence in 
this regard second only to Atlanta in 
all the South. But we argue the speedy 
growth and future glory of this little 
city chiefly from the pluck and enter- 
prise and liberality of its citizens. 

The Baptists are very weak there, and 
yet Chattanooga made a munificent bid 
tor the Seminary, the best the Commit- 
tee received save the offer from Louis- 
ville. The citizens of all classes, 
conditions, colors and churches seemed 
interested in the Seminary’s coming 
there, and they subscribed in money, 
lands, &c., one hundred and twenty- 
nine thousand dollars. A Presbyterian 
subscribed land valued at thirty thous- 
and dollars; a Roman Catholic offered 
to give five thousand dollars in cash, or 
its equivalent in land; the Episcopal 
preacher of the place subscribed one 
thousand dollars ; the bar-room keepers 
offered to give five thousand dollars ; 
four mechanics offered money und labor, 
even some of the colored people were 
ready to help endow the Seminary, if 
we would place it there. 

Probably not one-tenth of the money 
offered was tendered by Baptists, but 
the citizens wanted their town to grow; 
they believed in education and the 
promotion of morality, and they knew 
that it the Seminary was located there, 
the value o1 their property would be 
greatly enhanced. They were wise, and 
evinced much forecast, and their 
wisdom is worthy of imitation 
by other citics, if they would 
improve in moral and material respects. 
Atlanta, the Gate city, did not seem so 
eager ſor the Seminary. True the com 
mittee was told that a hundred thou- 
sand dollars could be raised in the city 
for it, but the friends of Macon Univer- 
sity, at Macon, Ga., with which there is 
connected a theological department, 
were averse to the location of the Sem - 
inary in Georgia, and the committee 
thought it would be difficult to over- 
come this opposition, at least to such a 
degree as to raise another hundred 
thousand dollars in Georgia for the 
Seminary. 

The committee next visited Nashville, 
the Rock city, and were handsomely 
entertained at the Maxwell House, and 
shown the beauty and glory of the city 
by some of its courteous inhabitants. 
Nashville was cager for the Seminary 
and insisted that in respect to centrali- 
ty of position, healthfulness, accessibil- 
ity and society, it was beyond all con- 
parison the most eligible of the four 
cities competing for the Seminary. The 
Baptists there are comparatively weak, 
however, and could not promise more 
than a hundred thousand dollars for 
the Seminary, and the opinion seemed 
to prevail that it would be very difficult 
to reach that amount. 

Proceeding to Louisville, after one or 
two private conferences, a public meet- 
ing was held, and the committee was 
assure] that Louisville and Kentucky 
would give the Institution three hun- 
dred thousand dollars, which, with the 
two hundred thousand proposed to be 
raiscd elsewhere, would place the Sem- 
inary upon a living basis. 

After careful consideration of all the 
facts and influcnces bearing on the ques- 
tion, the committee adopted unanimous- 
ly the following resolutions: 

Resolved, That after a due considcra- 
tion of all the places offered for location 
taking into account the advantages pre- 
sented by each, it seems best to locate 
the nw a within or near the corpo- 
rate limits of Louisville, Ky. if 

Resolved, That the particular site for 
the buildings be left tor furtber consid- 
eration and decision. 

Resolved, That this location is made 
upon the condition that at least three 
hundred thousand dollars be raised in 
Louisville and the State at large. 

Resolved, That the Board will, as 
soon as practicable after the raising of 
this amount from Kentucky, proceed to 
raise the further amouut elsewhero of 


two hundred thousand dollars. 
Resolved, That the Executive Commit- 


tee of the Board be requested to send 
the Treasurer, as agent, into Kentucky 
by the first of October, it possible, that 
he may canvass the State vigorously, so 
that the sum offered in Kentucky may 
be raised by the first 80 May, 1878. 

Resolved, That the Brethren Burrows, 
Henderson and Pritchard, be appointed 
a sub committee to prepare and present 
to the Board, at tlie aunual meeting in 
Mobile in May next, a report of the cir- 
cumstances and causes which have led 
the committee tothe conclusions that 
have been reached.

Investigation Before the Justices. 


STARTLING DEVELOPMENTS. 


THE GUILTY PARTY FERRETED ovr. 


— 


Bail Retused and they are Commit- 
ted to Jail. 


The Commendable Promptness and 
Energy of the Police. 


Yesterday, long before the hour of 
opening, the Mayor’s court room was 
crowded to suffocation by an eager 
crowd to witness the progress of the 
investigation of what is known as the 
Hicks outrage. 

The particulars of this daring and 
bold robbery and attempted murder, as 


stated in the News of Tuesday, was the 
attack on Saturday night last upon an 
old gentleman by the name of Hicks, 
about four miles from this city, on the 
Smithfieid road, by a band of ruflians 
and the robbery of his store, leaving 
Mr. Hicks weltering in his own blood 
onthe floor of the store for dead, 
though he survived, and is now in a fair 
way for recovery. 

At 12 o'clock the Court opened. 
Justices Whitaker and Wicker, presid 


ing. 

The defendants, Tom Griffice, Bryant 
Jones, Simpson Mordecai, alias Jerr 
Simpson, Green Wood and Mark Wood, 
all colored, were duly arraigned and 

ut on trial. Messrs. T. M. Argo and 

hos. P. Devereux, appeared for the 
defense, and Maj. A. M. Lewis for the 
prosecution. 

Sydney Bryant, Esq., was the first 
witness sworn. He knew defendant 
Simpson Mordecai, assisted in bis 
arrest on Monday morning. De- 
fendant said his name was Jerry 
Simpson, not Mordecai, brought him to 
the Mayors office when it was directed 
by Justic Wicker to take him to jail. 
At the jail the witness enquired why he 
was arrested, that he had done nothing. 
I told him he would learn the charges 
if any against bim at the investigation. 
Defendant then said he could prove he 
had not been out of town and was at 
home Saturday night. Notbing had 
been said of what he was arrested for 
in his presence. He evinced much un- 
easiness and desired me to have certain 
witnesses summoned before I left him. 

Capt. King, chief of Police sworn— 
I arrested Bryant Joacs, Tom Griffice, 
and the two Woods at their respec- 
tive houses on Monday morning. I 
found two pair shoes and white cloth 
at Simpson’s house, cloth inthe bolt 
on the bed,jwith the exception of one 
piece hanging on a clothes line. Simp - 
son’s wife said she bought the small 

iece of cloth at Tuckers, that her 
husband brought the shoes and large 
piece of cloth home Saturday night— 
saw Mr. Hicks Sunday night, he was 
badly beaten and bruised, with a large 
knot on his head as if struck with a 
stick. A large pool of blood on the 
floor near the door. 

Carolina Taylor, colored, sworn. I had 
a pair of gaiters in my possession, that 
Bryant Jones brought to my house Sun- 
day morning, and said they had been 
ae him to sell, Iwash for him and 

e staysat my house some nights. 
(When asked at what time on Sunday 
morning Bryant brought herthe shoes, 
she swiftly answered) he was at myhouse 
at 4 pastlO o’clock Saturday night, and 
slept there. 

apt. Farriss, of the Police sworn— 
Assisted in the arrest of some of the 
parties, and procured some of the stolen 
goods—recognize those on the stand as 
same and the gaiters as the same taken 
from Caroline Taylor. 

—— Sanford sworn—Bought a pair 
of ladies gaiters from Mr. senthall 
Saturday evening, passing Mr. Hicks’ 
store, I left them with him to keep for 
me till Monday morning—recog- 
nize them on the stand as the gaiters 
I bought—(the same Bryant Jones gave 
Caroline Taylor.) 

Mr. Rosenthall sworn—Recognises 
the gaiters on the stand as the same 
sold Mr. Sanderson Saturday. 

Muson Boylan, cclored, sworn, I 
know Simpson Mordecai, Bryant Jones 
and Tom Griffice, don’t know the two 
Wood boys. Hada conversation with 
Tom Griffice Sunday morning. They all 
live near me. Also had a conversation 
with ali of them before Sunday. Tom 
said, himself, Bryant Jones and Simp- 
son Mordecia went out to old Hick's on 
Tuesday night to make a raise, but 
could not get anything, and asked me 
to go with them on Saturday night. I 
told them it was too dangerous. Simp- 
son Mordecai afterwards told me he 
wanted me to run with him Saturday 
night, that they needed me. I again re- 
fused. Sunday, Tom gave me an ac- 
count of Saturday night’s doings, and 
said I might have had something if I 
was not so “skeery.”” He said that him- 
self, Simpson and Bryant weat to the 
store and asked for 4 pounds of meat, 
and while Mr. Hicks was cutting it off, 
Bryant struck him on the head with a 
stick, that while they were choking 
him, Simpson rifled the money draw, 
but only found fifteen cents, that they 
got some cloth, shoes, snuff, &c. He 
said that he thought old Hick’s neck 
was broke. I saw Simpson’s wife and 
son with new shoes on Sunday morning. 

Mr. Hicks, a son of the unfortunate 
man, recognized the stick (a maple club) 
shown in Court as the one he found in 
the store Sunday morning. 

Reed Williams, Jasper Avery and 
Tom Williams were introduced as wit 
nesses to implicate the defendants, Mark 
and Green Wood, in the tragedy, but it 
was shown they unfortunately came to 
the store on business a few minutes after 
the occurrence, and knew nothing of 
the affair. They were accordingly dis- 
charged from custody. 

John Mebane, alias Turner, and Lizzie 
Moore were introduced as witnesses tor 
the defence, who in attempting to prove 
that Simpson Mordecai was at home on 
Saturday night, only strengt hened the 
evidence for the prosecution, 

The case was submitted to the Jus- 
tices without argument. The counsel 
for the defence applied for bail for the 
prisoners, but were promptly refused.

Gentlemen: -The other day I informs 
ed you it was my intention to give the 
North Carolina public some intorma- 
tion regarding the recent clections in 
the county of Galway, Ireland, and to 
throw light oo the report that the 
British government was about to prose- 
cute a large number of the Catholic 
clergy for so-ca’ied interference in the 
said clections.

this election affair in Galway at first 
affected only that particular district, it 
has of late been magnified into great 
proportions, aud is become of sufficient 
importance to agitate the sessions of the 
British Parliament, and is made use of 
by those who control ihe press and the 
telegraph as another means of calumni- 
ating a Priesthood as pure and as 
patriotic as ever guarded the interests 
ofa people. Its history is us follows: 
Some months ago, the Gevernment of 
Great Britain issued the writ appointing 
that an election take place for the pur- 
pose of sending to Parliament a member 
representing the county of Galway. To 
comprehend the difficulty under con- 
sideration, it should be borne in mind 
that tor seven hundred years, this 
foreign government has kept its heel

Wherever the British eye fell upon a 
rriest, the British bayonet pierced him. 
Whenever the informer revealed the 
whereabouts of a Priest, the spy was 
rewarded with the lands and possessions 
of Catholics, The dogs of Britain were 
let loose in quest of priestly blood, and 
the helpless people mourned the 
slanghter of the Anointed. 

These persecutions did not crush out 
the priesthood, From the ground that 
drank their blood grew up a giant gen- 
eration, From tse stones that slew the 
priests other children sprang forth unto 
Abraham. This murderous policy has 
never slept. To-day as well as then 
the Saxon Government seeks a pretext 
to persecute, and if they are ashamed 
to outrage public sentiment to-day by 
enacting similar scenes in Ireland, they 
seck to perpetuate their thraldom by 
securing the return of traitors and office 
seckers to represent in Parliament this 
people whom they never could subdue. 
It may sound well to the ears of En- 
glishmen, and to the ears of Apgle-

The 
truth is, because the Sassanacht got 
worsted in the attempt to intrude upon 
the brave people of Galway, a creature 
of British choosing, and because the 
Galway people and their clergy would 
not have this aristocratic spawn for 
their representative, that the govern- 
ment feels stung in its most sensitive 
part, and they wish to blacken the fame 
of a people and a clergy whom British 
gold could not corrupt, nor British in- 
fluence seduce.
